In 
act it may be stated as a truth that he 
had not been in- sound health for fifty 
•cars. Time after time he had made 
ieroio strugglesi with what seemed to bo 
teath, but his last" illness was more than 
us little, .frame ana\dellcato constitution 
could endure, and without a word of com- 
ilaint and without the- slightest tremor,

He was born in Georgia, in 1812, and 


was graduated from Franklin, college in 
ihat state. He studied law, and quickly 
obtained a large and lucrative practice. 
'±e was elected to the Georgia legislature 
n 1836, and was re-.elected| for five suc- 
oessive.terms. In-1842-he'was."elected to 
;he state.senato. In 1843 he was elected 
as a whig to congress, and held his : seat 
until 1859. After the.breaking up of the 
whig parly he aote'd with 'the .democrats. 
At the'-close of; the Jthirtyrfiftti' congress 
Mr..Stephens~.deolined-tb be agairra:can- 
didato, and on July 2i3, 1859, he made a 
speech at Augusta, -<3a., announcing his 
retirement from public life.
